receiving teller, who, it is alleged, 
gave the first information leading to 
the discovery. The bank is fully pro- 
tected, it is said, by the bonds of both 
Corbett and Zolleinhofer. Harry E. 
Corbett had been, iu the employ of 
the bank tor IS years. He was looked 
upon as a. man of exemplary habits, 
and not the slightest suspicion attach- 
ed to him up to the time of his death. 


According to General Moserole, on 


Friday of last week Georgu Zolleln- 
hofer, one of the receiving tellers, 
•went to Cashier "William Burns and 
confessed that he (Zolleinhofer) and 
Corbett had for the past two or three 
years taken funds from the institution 
for the purpose of stock gambling, 
and that, so far ss he could estimate, 
tlie amount that had been lost was be- 
tween. $50,000 and 500,000. Cashier 
Burns had Zolleinhofer repeat his con- 
fession to President Meserole, and a 
mi.-eting of the trustees of the bank 
followfiil. 
The examination was .not 


concluded that day, nor is it yet con- 
cluded, but irregularities enough, were 
found to show that Zolleinhofer had 
not exaggerated tho extent of the de- 
falcations.
